Section  93  of  The  Vehicles  Gnd  Highway  Traffic  Aot 
provides  for  the  suspension  of  Xioenooe  of  a  person, 
who  shall  have  boon  by  an  Order,  Judgment  or  Conviction 
of  a  Court,  Magistrate  or  Justioe  of  the  Peace  been  con¬ 
victed  of  certain  violations  which  oaused  injury  to  any 
person,  or  property  damage  in  excess  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
or  an  offence  under  Section  283  of  The  Criminal  Code,  or 
manslaughter  committed  by  a  person  in  charge  of  a  motor 
vehlole,  end  suoh  licenoes  shall  remain  suspended  until 
he  shall  satisfy  any  penalty  imposed  by  the  Court,  and 
until  ho  shall  give  proof  of  his  financial  responsibility 
for  future  acoidents.
